L. This responds to your request (referenced 
memorandum) for guidance on classification of NFTP resource 
detail. Our reply is based on consultations with the 
DCI's Resource Management Staff. 

2. Yt is Executive Branch policy that funding and 
manpower resource levels of the overall NYTP and its 
maior program components are classified Secret. However, 
individual NFIP data aggregations of particular sensitivity 
may require higher classification and/or compartmented 
protection, while those of lower sensitivity may be 
adequately protected at the Contidential level. Within 
this framework, originators of NFIP resource detail are 
responsible for recommending classification guidance for 
approval by original classification authorities. It would 
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appear appropriate for such authoritic¢s in the Departnent 
of Defense to approve classification guidance consistent 
with the policy noted ahove. Questions on the consistency 
of proposed guidance may be referred to the Security 
Committee staff.
